New York, Nov. 6.—Events followed 


each other in rapid succession yesterday 
afternoon and evening in the controversy 
which has been ftoini: on for the past 
few days regarding the rights of men 
when challenged to ?wear in their votes. 
Fiif-t of all. Chief of Police William S. 
Devery was indicted by the Kew Yoik 
grand jury on a chance of interfering 
with State Superintendent of Klections 
John McCulIiiKh in the performance OJT 
his duty. 
Later Governor 
Iloosevelt 


"took a hand" in the controversy, sending 
a message to Mayor Vnii Wyck notify Ing 
him that, if he did not take steps to se- 
cure a recall of the Deveiy order of last 
Sunday, in which it LH claimed the chief 
of police ordered his subordinates to dis- 
regard the state superintendent of elec- 
tions and his subordinates, he would, be 
held responsible as th» head of the city 
government for the action of the chief of 
police provided it should result in any 
breach of the peace. After a conference 
between the mayor and Chief of Polhji; 
Devery the chief sent out the following: 


"Pursuant to directions received by me 


from his honor Mayor Robert A. Van 
Wyck and because of the misconstruction 
placed upon th" order which I issued orr 
Nov. 4, commencing with the words, 
'tactics and methods of intimidation,' 
etc, you are hereby notified that said 
order is revoked. Yon wul instruct the 
members of your command that it is their 
duty under nee)Ion 7 of chapter (>7I> of 
the laws of 1H1IH as amended to co-op- 
erate and assist, in the execution and en- 
forcement of the metropolitan election 
district law and render nid and assist- 
ance to the stale superintendent of elec- 
tions nnd his deputies in the performance 
of their duties when called upon to do so. 


"Head this at the midnight roll call 


and at the roll call in tlie morning prior 
to the men leaving their stations for 
duty nt the polling places." 


This apparently closes the controversy 


that has been going on between Mr. Me- 
Cnllagh and the police for somu time and 
Is the direct result of i\n order issued by 
Chief Deveiy Sunday night informing 
the uniformed police force that "tactics 
nnd methods of intimidation have been 
perpetrated upon respectable citizens by 
John MeCullagh," and it is the duly of po- 
licemen to "protect the honest right and 
franchise of every citizen." 


It was rumored lute last night that 


Samuel Unleiniycr, counsel for Chief 
Devery, would hi Ing a motion before .Ins 
lice Fursman in the supreme court to 
rguasli the indictment found by the grnnd 
jury, but no action of this nature was 
taken. 
Chief Devery, however, furnish- 


ed bail during the afternoon, and tin 
ijneMion will probably come up for a 
healing tomorrow. 


Onrdluer'n 1'rotewt. 


Acslstiitit District Attorney O'Heilly, 


speaking for District Attorney (Jardiner, 
said that the indictment against Chief 
Devery was absurd, ihnt It could not 
possibly bold and that Inasmuch as it 
did riot charge the commission of an 
overt act there could not possibly be 
any interference. Colonel (inrdlner him- 
self, discussing the indictment, culled at- 
tention to the fact tlmt It was typewrit- 
ten, 
oven to his signature and that of 


Attorney Oeneial Davie.s appended to the 
document. 


"My name to that Indictment is a fur- 


gory," he said. "It wa« placed there with- 
out my knowledge, consent or authority 
I knew absolutely nothing concerning it. 
I was not in my office when the evidence 
wns presented before the grand jury, 
and I nmler.sland that the scheme was 
worked without any of my assistunttt be- 
ing present."

PUZZLED THE INTERP^ERS- 


Genuine Gold Bricks That 
Hnv» 


Been Kicked and Let Lie. 


"I dare say every great invention, be- 


foio it is finally hit upon," remarked a 
New Orleans lawyer, "has boon -within 
hand's reach of dozens of men who were 
unaware how near they stood to fortune. 
There is nothing more singular in fact 
than the way people can skate around 
some huge idea without seeing it. When 
the foreordained 
fellow comes along, 


grasps the practicability ol the thing and 
ronpt) the reward of perspicacity, the oth- 
ers who have been so near and yet so far 
feel somehow that he has interfered with 
their vested rights. Lots of famous law- 
suits have grown out of those conditions. 
But it is ceitainly exasperating to realize 
that yon hare stubbed your toe on a gon- 
nine gold brick and then were fool 
enough to walk off and let some other 
chap pick it up. 


"I had an experience of that kind once 


myself. It occurred to me that a revolv- 
ing bookcase would be a handy thing for 
office use, and I had one built to order. 
It proved a success, and on several occa- 
sions I thought vaguely of having the 
device patented, but dismissed the scheme 
as 'not worth while.' Noaily two years 
afterward a more intelligent gentleman 
up in New England did what 1 wouldn't 
do, and today he is rolling in riches. 1 
have been obliged to buy one of his c.-sos 
since, and I never hated to give up money 
so badly in my life. Several other in- 
stances in the same line have come under 
my personal observation. 


•*I have a friend, for instance, who 


stumbled upon the principle of the Bell 
telephone long before the war. He \ as 
at college at the time, and he and a fel- 
low student actually went so far us to 
construct an experimental line, over half 
a mile long. They had it in successful op- 
eration for several weeks, when it was 
discovered and destroyed by a cantanker- 
ous professor, and thus vanished what 
might have been one of the biggest for- 
tunes in the world. The incident had al- 
most faded from nay friend's mind when 
Professor Bell launched his invention on 
the public. 


"Another gentleman who was formerly 


a client of mine anticipated the pneumat- 
ic tire years before somebody else pat- 
ented it. lie is fond of fine horses, and 
away back in the seventies he had a light 
road cait made that was almost the exact 
counterpart of the modern pneumatic 
sulky. The big, clumsy looking tires es- 
citud great merriment anuug his friends.

Insurance AKalnnt Strikes. 


Washington, Nov. 0.—A number of 


Austrian manufacturers have formed an 
association against strikes, according to 
United States Consul Hossfeld at Triest. 
It is the object of the association to in- 
demnify its f,everal members for all losses 
sustained by them from unjust (strikes 
which may break out in their respective 
establishments. Each member is to pay 
a weekly premium equal to from 3 to 4 
ppr cent of the amount of his pay roll. 
When a strike occurs, a commit toe will 
be appointed to investigate all the cir- 
cumstances, and if the- «au«.e of the- strik- 
ers be found ju«t no indemnity nhnll In- 
paid. A similar insurance association, al- 
though on :i smaller scale, is s.iid to lime 
been o:g.iuiz«l in Germany.

An ulcer is n sore on the skin or mucous 


membrane, in which the healing process 
is very slow or" wholly at a standstill. It 
may be due to a number of causes, some 
constitutional, others local, but even 
when a local cause- seems.most evident 
there is almost always some constitu- 
tional taint present as'well. This may 
be consumption, diabetes, gout and so 
forth or merely a little impurity of the 
blood resulting from constipation or in- 
digestion. Ulcers in the mouth, on the 
tongue or at the uniou of the cheeks and 
gums are very common and exceedingly 
annoying. 
They should bo treated by 


frequent rinsing of the mouth with a so- 
lution of boric acid or borax and can 
usually be prevented in great measure by 
reducing the sweets and staichy food, 
such as bread, that enter into the diet. 


A common seat of ulcers is the shin. 


Sores occur here especially in the aged or 
those past middle life and arc commonly 
duo to the presence of varicose veins. 


A PrUoner Who Didn't Understand j These are caused by pressure from tight 


garters, by congestive disorders of the 
li\cr and other abdominal organs and by 
any occupation which requires standing 
for many hours a day. 


Ulcers of this kind are found more 


frequently on the left leg than on the 
right. They sometimes give little trou- 
ble, bnt they may be exquisitely painful 
and are often most rebellious to treat- 
ment, which must be both local and gen- 
eral, corresponding to the local and con- 
stitutional causes. 


All disorders of digestion must be cor- 


rected as far as possible and the diet reg- 
ulated. The food should be nourishing, 
but not stimulating, and" all forms of nl 
coholic beverages arc to be foregone. The 
patient should keep perfectly quiet, either 
iu bod or with the leg supported on a 
chair. 


The local treatment must be varied ac- 


cording to the necessities of each case. 
The sore must be kept clean by pouHns 
over it twice n day a stream of boiled 
(not boiling) water and in the intervals of 
washing it should be protected from thy 
air. The leg must be kept snnglj ban- 
daged or incased in an elastic stocking, 
so as to prevent stagnation of the blood 
and distension of the veins. 


A piece of silver foil smoothly applied 


over the surface of the ulcer and for a 
little distance beyond its pdges and kept 
in place by n bandage often docs good. 
Sometimes when the extent of ulcerated 
surface is very large skin grafting is nec- 
essary in order to start the healing proc- 
ess.—Youth's Companion.

In Samp- 
son versus Thompson defendant was 
charged with standing on plaintiff's front 
steps during a storm, and thereby soaking 
up a large quantity of rain to which 
plaintiff was entitled. But the court held 
that the rain was any man's rain, no mat- 
ter where it fell. It follows, therefoie, 
that the umbrella is any man's umbrella. 
In all ages rain and umbrellas have gone 
together, and there is no reason why they 
should be separated in law. An umbrella 
may, 
under certain conditions—the chief 


of which is possession—take on the at- 
tributes of personal property, just as if a 
man set a tub aud catch a quantity of 
rain water, that ruin water will be con- 
sidered us his personal belonging while it 
Is in his tub. But if the sun evaporate 
the water, and it is rained down again, 
or if the tub be upset and the water is 
spilled, then the attribute of personal 
ownership instantly disappears. So if a 
man holds his umbrella in his hand it 
may be considered a personal belonging, 
but the moment it leaves his hand it re- 
turns to the great, general, indivisible 
common stock of umbrellas, whither the 
law will not attempt to pursue it."—Uti- 
ca Observer.

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THE MELTING AND REFINING OF GOLD 


AND SILVER. 


Any One May Take the Preeltnu Met- 


al*, Even Plated Ware, to Vnel* 
Sivm'a Shop* and Have Them Treat* 
ed at Small Exptnie, 
Anybody can take gold and silver to 


the assay office in lots of not less than 
$100 and have it melted or refined by 
paying a small charge. Even fated 
ware may be taken to Uncle Sam's shops, 
and the gold or silver will be separated 
from the dross and its value, less the nec- 
essary charges, returned to the owner, 


Where there is no especial artistic value 


in the old. plate it is wise, from a busi- 
ness -standpoint, to melt it before selling 
it. Dealers in old plate buy it for its bul- 
lion value only. They being expert, can 
tell ivhaj: this ,valu6 is, and if they be not 
exactly honest might get much the best 
of the bargain. But when it is melted in, 
the assay office each bar is stamped with 
the exact weight and fineness, so that a 
child might take' it to market and get its 
\tilue.~ ' 


Not old plate alone goes into the melt- 


ing jiots of Uncle Sam. Every year hun- 
dreds of sets of silverware that have nev- 
er left the manufacturer's hands are 
melted up. These are wares that have 
been made in excess of the demand and 
have gone out Of fashion, so that the best 
way to realize on them is to remelt them, 
aud reform them. Some manufacturers 
do this remeltiiig themselves, but the gov- 
ernmccl does it well and cheaply, so gets 
much of it to do. Thus, no bit of silver 
is ever lost to the world, and battered Old 
relics may appear tomorrow m elegantly 
chased new designs. As old candy is 
made over and over into new caramels 
until finally eaten, so is old silver made 
over aud over indefinitely. 


All the silver or gold brought in by one 


owner is known as a melt. Each melt is 
handled separately up to the moment tho 
refining process begins. 
If the owner 


take it away before it is refined, he will 
take the identical metal he brought. Ite- 
liniug is done in wholesale quantities, 
mid if un owner wants refined metal he 
must surrender his impure bullion and 
receive in refined metal the quantity the 
tests have shown to exist in the gross 
bars. 


The molting furnaces are run from 8 


o'clock to 4 dnily. The fuel is gas, aided 
by a blast. To melt silver it takes 1,300 
degrccb F.; to melt gold, 2,oOO degrees. 
This heat will turn the metal into liquid 
in 75 minutes. One furnace will run off 
-3,000 ounces of gold in a day or 5,000 of 
silver. Molten silvei looks like weak tea 
heavy with sugar sirup, gold like old 
tokay. Each bub an indefinite, ethereal 
appearance that may really exist, but 
which more probably exists in the mind 
of the observer only because he tries to 
appreciate tho extreme value of the liquid 
as it is poured like water from furnace 
to mold. 
The ordinary mold is of tho 


bize of a building brick. It is of steel, 
the iuner surface highly polished and 


leared with sweet lard. 
As the rich 


Hood falls into it the lard springs into 
(lame and keeps on burning after the 
metal has come to rest, making a little 
wall of lire about it. The odor of burn- 
ing lard is strong in the furnace room 
while a melt is being poured off. Each 
mold when full will hold 200 ounces of 
bilvcr or 300 of gold. The metal is left 
to stand in the rnoldb but a moment, for 
the instant it is hnid enough to staifd 
alone it is turned out on to a metal table. 
At first it is a deep red, then gradually 
cools and assumes its proper color. The 
v eight aud fineness are stamped before 
the bricks leave this table. 


Perhaps the most interesting process, 


however, is that of refining. The usual 
method is to put gold and silver into one 
melting pot in the proportion of two 
paits of silver to one of gold. This, is 
poured off into broad, shallow molds that 
leave it when cold in the &hnpo of wattles 
a foot square and a quarter of an inch 
thick and permeated with round holes. 


These plates are hoisted to the fifth 


floor, where they arc boiled for six hours 
in great pots filled with sulphuric acid. 
There are ten of these boiling pots, and 
they are kept busy, consuming about 
!),00() pounds of acid daily. As you enter 
this boiling room the fumes that are 
driven from the precious porridge sting 
your throat and make you gasp and 
cough, but the men who work here have 
been years at it, and they say their health 
is excellent. 


When the boiliug process is finished, 


it is found that the acid has eaten up all 
of the metal bat the gold. The gold lies 
as meal in the bottom of the pots, the 
silver and gross metals being held in sus- 
pension. The liquid is siphoned off and 
run to the floor below, where it is put in- 
to great copper liued vats. Plates of pure 
copper are put into it. Here- hot steam is 
forced into it. Gradually the silver in tha 
solution is deposited on the bottom and 
sides of the vats in a white meal, its 
place in the solution being taken by cop- 
per, until all the silver has been depos- 
ited. 


The liquid siphoned from the gold is 


sulphate of silver. Now it is siphoned 
from the silver as sulphate of copper. 
This sulphate of copper is run now intp 
vats on the flo.or. belowy where it is left 
standing for five days in zinc litied vats 
into which strips of pure zinc are sus- 
pended. The- copper in the liquid crys- 
tallizes on the strips of zinc as blue 
vitriol. 


The first of these crystals are weak and 


dull, and they are made into a second so- 
lution, after which they form crystals'of 
a blue so brilliant that it delights the 
eye and seems too beautiful, to be the 
deadly" poison that it Is. This blue vitriol 
is sold for 3% cents a pound for making 
electric batteries. It can be .reduced back 
to''the original copper,- but the govern- 
ment has not room to handle it and rfinds 
it simpler to sell it and^buy fresh copper. 
There is still 1 per cenVof copper in the 
liquid,^ besides, lead and any other gross 
metals that might have been in the origi- 
nal plate or gold dust. This liquid is sold 
•to hianulactutfers, who" make out of it 
copperas, paris green or fertilizer. Thus 
every iota of the original mess is account- 
ed if or. If there be not too .much dross in 
tlu; metal the silver and gold meal left 
behirid is very pure: The gold and silver 
can be remixed and re-refined over and 
over until practically, pure. They are sel- 
dom made more-'than .999 pure.—New 
York Mail and Express.

"People around New York do not seem 


to understand opening oysters," said the 
Now Kngland man, "while in the most 
iiihignillcaut places in Ithode Island or 
Massachusetts there are experts. Here 
you all have a regular instrument for 
it, while iu New England a man can open 
an oyster with nothing but a kuifo and do 
it quicker than nuy one can. eat them, 
without breaking the shell. Here you 
have a block of lignum vitic, with a cold 
chisel or something of that nature stand- 
ing up iu the center. On that tho man 
hi oaks the edge of the oyster shells and 
the pries them open ^ith his knife. 


"Now, my friend Aleck gave me lessons 


in opening oysters, aud I think 1 could 
do it myself better than any one I have 
froi-n try it around here. Aleck lived iu a 
sm.ill town where he kept a very small 
market, in which ho sold meat on meat 
days and lish on Fridays and ojsters all 
the week through. 


"To open oysters as Aleck did you lay 


the oyster -.vith the rounded half of the 
shell in tho hollow of your left baud with 
the hinge to the wrist. Down about an, 
inch or an inch and a half from the 
hinge is what Aleck called an eye, and in 
that he would insert his knife, give a 
quick upward motion, and the upper 
shell was off in a jiffy, the oyster lying 
as clean as possible in the hollow shell. 
It was out if it had to come out with an- 
other quick motion of the knife. There is 
really cmly a little knack to it. 


"There was never an oyster that Aleclt 


could not open and with his eyes open or 
shut, drunk or sober. Aleck was proud 
of his expertness as an oyster opener in 
a county of oyster openers, and it was 
when he was drunk that he was most 
likely to give exhibitions. Aleck was one 
of those men who are never dnmk in 
their logs. 
The liquor made him talk, 


and he had an amiable desire to show- 
off. 


"On the occasions of his special sprees 


he was likely to take himself out of 
town to Boston or Providence, and once 
he got as far away from home as Chica- 
go. His habit when he reached a strango 
place was to drop into an oyster place 
and tell the man opening oysters that he- 
didn't know anything about his Tausi- 
ncss. 
Aleck in his best clothes did not 


have the appearance of being in tha 
oyster 
opening business. 
The result 


would be that there would bo a chal- 
lenge, and Aleck would always coma 
out ahead. lie could open oysters behind 
his back almost as Quickly as he could 
holding them in 
sight."—New York
